Thirty 
new Witncfles were examined; nine or 
ten of thefc were pofitive that the accufed 
was Martin Guerre ; feven or eight were as 
pofitive that he was Arnold du Tilh. The

{ciences, declared plainly, that they could 
not {wear which he was. The Parliament 
were now more in Doubt than ever, they 


could not concur with the Criminal Fudge c 


of Rieux, and yet they were afraid of 
difcharging the Accuféed; but, in order to 
put an End to fo odd a Caufe, they fum- 
med up the Proofs on both Sides. 

On one hand it appeared that forty- 
five Witnefles had sfirmned, in Terms 
‘the mot exprefs, that he was not Martin 
Guerre, but Arnold au Tilb, which they 
faid they were the better enabled to do, 
becaufe they had known both Perfons in- 
timately, eat and drank with them, and 
converfed conftantly with them from their 
very Childhood ; nay, fome of them went

O far was this weak and injudicious 
WV Artack trom fhaking a Reputation, 
not cafually raifed by Fathion or Caprice, 
but founded upon fulid Merit, that the 
fame Year his Correfpoadence was de- 
fired upon Botany aad Natural P hilofophy 
by the Academy of Sciences at Paris, of 
which he was, upon the Death of Count 
Marfigii, in the Year 1728, elected a 
Memver. - 

Nor were the French the only Nation 
by which this great Man was courted and 
diftinguifhed, tor two Years after he was 
elected Fellow of our Royal Society. 

It cannot be doubted, but thus carefs’d, 
and honoured with the higheft and moft 
publick Marks of Efteem by other Na- 
tions, he became more celebrated in the 
Univerfity ; tor Bocrbaave was not one of 
thofe learned Men, of whom the World 
has feen too many, that difgrace their 
Studies by their Vices, and by unaccounte- 
able Weaknefles make themfelves ridicu- 
Jous at home, while their Writings pro- 
cure them the Veneration of diftant Coun- 
tries, where their Learning is known, 
but not their Follies. 

“ Not that his Countrymen can be 
charged with being infenfible of his Ex. 
celleucies till other Nations taught them 


derftood, or becaufe they wrote not from 
Benevolence but Vanity, and were de- 
firous to be praifed for their Knowledge, 
though they could not prevail upon theme 
felves to communicate it. 

In 1722, his Courfe both of Leétures 
and Practice was interrupted by the 
Gout, which, as he relates it in his Specch 
after his Recovery, he brought upon him- 
felf, by an imprudent Confidence in the 
Strength of his own Conftitution, and by 
tranfgrefiing thofe Rules which he had a 
thoufand rites inculcated to his Pupils 
and Acquaintance. Rifing in the Morn- 
ing before Day, he went immediately, hot 
and {weating, from his Bed into the open 
Air, and expofed himfelf to the cold 
Dews. 

The Hiftory of his Illnefs can hardly 
be read without Horror : He was for five 
Months confined to his Bed, where he 

E Jay upon his Back without daring to ate 
tempt the leaft Motion, becaufé any Effort 
renewed his Torments, which were fo 
exgquilite, that he was at length not only 
deprived of Motion but of Senfe. Here 
Art was at a ftand, nothing could be ate 
tempted, becaufe nuthing could be pro- 


gp poled with the leaft Profpec& of Succefs. 


At length having, in the fixth Month of 
his Illnefs, obtained fome Remiffion, he 
took fimple Medicines * in large Quanti- 
ties, and at length wonderfully recovered, 

His Recovery, fo much defired, and fo 
unexpedted, was cclebrated on Fan. 11, 
1723, when he open’d his School again

This is perhaps an Inftance of Fortie 
tude and fteady Compofure of Mind, 
which would have been for ever the Boaft 
of the Stoick Schools, and increafed the 
Reputation of Seneca or Cato. The Pae 
tience of Boerhaave, as it was more rati- 
onal, was more lafting than rey it 
was that Patientia Chriftiana which Lip- 
fits the great Mafter of the Stoical Phi- 
lofophy, begged of God in his laft Hours ; 
it was founded on Religion, not Vanity, 
not on vain Reafonings, but on Confi- 
dence in God. 


which, in more urgent Cafes, were con- 
tinually fent to enquire his Opinion, and 
ask his Advice. 

Of his Sagacity, and the wonderful Pee 
netration with which he often difcoe 
ver'd and defcrib’d, at the firft Sight of a 
Patient, fuch Diftempers as betray them- 
felves by no Symptoms to common Eyes, 
fuch wonderful Relations have been {pread 
over § World, as, though attefted beyond 
doubt, can fcarcely be credited. I men- 
tion none of them, becaufe I have no 
Opportunity of collecting Teltimonies, 
or diftinguifhing between thofe Accounts 
which are well proved, and thofe which 
owe their Rife to Fition and Credulity. 


In 1727 he was feized with a violent C Yet I cannot but implore, with the 


Burning Fever, which continued fo long 
that he was once more given up by his 
Friends. 

From this time he was frequently af- 
flited with Returns of his Diftemper, 
which yet did not fo far fubdue him, as 
to make him lay afide his Studies or his 
Lectures, till in 1726 he found himfelf fo 
worn out, that it was improper for him 
to continue any longer the Profeflorfhi 
of Botany and Chymiftry, which he 
therefore refigned April 28, and upon his 
Refignation {poke a Sermo Academicus, or 
Oration, in which he afferts the Power 
and Wifdom of the Creator from the 
wonderful Fabric of the Human Body; 
and confutes all thofe idle Reafone 
ers who pretend to explain the Forma. 
tion of Parts, or the animal Operations, 
to which he proves that Art can produce 
nothing equal, nor any thing. parallel, 
One Inftance I fhall mention, which is 
produced by him, of the Vanity of any 
Attempt to rival the Work of God. No- 
thing is more boafted by the Admirers of 
Chemiftry, than that they can, by artifi- 
cial Heats and Digeftion, imitate the Proe 
ductions of Nature. Let all thefe Heroes 
of Science meet together, {ays Boerhaave, 
let them take Bread and Wine, the Food 
that forms the Blood ef Man, and by 
Afimilation contributes to the Growth 
of the Body: Let them try all their 
Arts, they fhall not be able from thefe 
Materials to produce a fingle Drop of Blood. 
So much is the moft common A& of Na- 
ture beyond the utmoft Efforts of the 
moft extended Science ! 

From this Time Boerhaave lived with 
lefs publick Employment indeed, but 
not an idle or an ufelefs Life ; for, befides 
his Hours fpent in inftructing his Schoe 





greateft Earneftnefs, fiich as have been 
converfant with this great Man, that 
they will not fo far negle& the common 
Intereft of Mankind, as to fuffer any of 
thefe Circumitances to be loft to Pofterity. 
Men are generally idle, and ready to a. 
tisfy themfelves, and intimidate the Indu- 
ftry of others, by calling that impoffible 
which is only difficult. The Skill to 
which Boerhaave attained, by a long and 
unwearied Obfervation of Nature, ought 
therefore to be tranfmitted in all its Pare 
ticulars to future Ages, that his Succef- 
fors may be afhamed to fall below him, 
and that none may hereafter excufe his 
Ignorance by pleading the Impoffibility 
of clearer Knowledge. 

Yet fo far was this great Matter from 
prefumptuous Confidence in his Abilities, 
that in his Examinations of the Sick he 
was remarkably circumftantial and parti- 
cular. He well knew that the Originals 
of Diftempers are often at a Diftance from 
their vifible Effects, that to conjecture 
where Certainty may be obtained, is ei- 
ther Vanity or Negligence, and that Life 
is not to be facrificed, either to an Affec- 
tation of quick Difcernment, or of crowd 
ed Practice, but may be required, if tri- 
fled away, at the Hand of the Phyfician. 

About the Middle of the Year 1737, 
he felt the firft Approaches of that tatal 
Ilinefs that brought him to the Grave, 
of which we have inferted an Account 
written by himfelf Sept. g, 1738, to 2° 
Friend at London * ; which deferves -

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‘only to be preferved as an Hiftorical Rela- 
tion of the Difeafe which deprived us 
of fo great a Man, but as a Proof of ' his 
Piety and Refignation to the divine Will. 
In this laft Hlnefs, which was «to:'the - 
Jaft degree -lingering, painful and ‘af- 
fiative, his Conftancy and Firmnefs did 
got forfakehim. He neither intermitred 
the negeflary Cares of Life, nor forgot 
the proper Preparations for Death. Tho’ 
Dejection and Lownefs of Spirit was, as 
dhe himfelf rells us, Part of his Diftem- 
per, yet even this, in fome meafure, gave 
way to that Vigour which the Soul re- 


ceives from a Confcioufnefs of Innocence. B 


About three Weeks before his Death 
he received a Vifit at his Country Houfe 
from the Rev. Mr Scultens, his intimate 
Friend, who found him fitting without 
Door, with his Wife, Sifter, and Daugh- 
eer: After the Compliments of Form, 
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when forced by continued and exceffive 
Torments, unavoidable in the prefent 
State of human Nature; that the beft 
Men, even Fob himfelf, were not able 
to refrain from fuch Starts of Impati- 
ence. This he did not deny, but faid, 
* He that loves God, onght to think noe 
thing defirable but what is moit pleafing 
to the fuprerne Goodnefs.” 

Such were his Sentiments, and fuch 
his Condu& in this State of Weaknefs 
and Pain: As Death approached nearer, 
he was fo far from Terror or Confufion, 
that he feemed even lefs fenfible of Pain, 
and more chearful under his Torments, 
which continued till the 23d Day of Sep- 
tember 1738, on which he died, between 
Four and Five in the Morning, in the 
zoth Year of his Age. 

Thus died pi all a Man formed 
by Nature for great Defigns, and guided

private Converfation ; when Boerhaave 
took Occafion to tell him what had been, 
during his Iilnefs, the chief Subject of his 
Thoughts. He had never doubted of the

Diftin@ion between Corporeal and Think- 
‘ing Subftances, which mere Reafon and 
Philofophy cannot afford, and Opportuni- 
cies of contemplating the wonderful and 
inexplicable Union of Soul and Body, 
which nothing but long Sicknefs can 
give. This he illuftrated by a Defcription 


ties. He was of a robuft and athletic 
Conftitution of Body, fo harden’d by early 
Severities, and wholefome Fatigue, that 
he was infenfible of any Sharpnefs of Air, 
or Inclemency of Weather. He was 
tall, and remarkable for extraordinary 
Strength. There was in his Air and Mo- 
tion fomething rough and artlefs, but fo 
majeftick and great at the fame time, 
that no Man ever looked upon him with- 
out Veneration, and a kind of tacit Sub= 
miffion to the Superiority of his Genius. 
The Vigour and AGtivity of his Mind 
fparkled vifibly in his Eyes, nor was it 


of the Efe&s which the Infirmities of his E ever obferved, that any Change of his 


Body had upon his Faculties, which yet 
they did not fo opprefs or vanquifh, » but 
his Soul was always Mafter of itfelf, and 
always refigned to the Pleafure of its 
Maker. 

He related, with great Concern, that 
once his Patience fo far gave way to Ex- 
tremity of Pain, that, after having lain 
fifteen Hours in exquifite Tortures, he 
pete to God that he might be fet free 

y Death. 

Mr Schultens, by way of Confolation, 
an{wered, That he thought fuch Withes, 


Fortune, or Alteration in his Affairs, whe- 
ther happy or unfortunate, affected his 
Countenance. 

He was alwayschearful, and defirous of 
promoting Mirth by a facetious and hu- 
mourotts Converfation ; he was never 
foured by Calumny and Detraction, nor 
ever thought it neceflary to confute them; 
for they areSparks, {aid he, which, if you do 
not blow them, will go out of themfelves. 

Yet he took Carenever to provoke E- 
nemies by Severity of Cenfure, for he 
never dwelt on the Faults or Defeéts ot 
others, and was fo far from inflaming the

If Happinefs in ‘the other World be, 
With re{pect tots, the Reward of Virtue 
and Goodiiefs in this State of ‘Probation ; 
what Ground is there co fuppole, that 
this ‘Reward fhall ‘be béftowed on thofe 
who are Incapable of fuch’ Qualities ? —- 
There are, inficed, @ peculiar Sort of Di-

the former; fince this would infer a Su- 
erogation ef Merit in fuch Parents ; and 
FF neetore the very fame Abfurdity we 
{o.juftly condemn in the Church of Rome. 
Nor, laftly, do Infant Children of any 
Parents, Heathen, Fewifh, or Mabome- 
¢an, differ, ina moral Senfe, from any of G 
the former in the Better or Worfe ; be- 
caufe they are neither better nor worfe, 
for being what they themfélves.are no 
Caufe of ; nor are they, in ftriét.Propri- 
ety, either Heathen, Fewifh, or Mahomee 
‘tan, or indeed any thing that replies reli- 
gious Diftinction. 

But if there were, indeed, any fuch 
Efficacy in Baptifm, as to entitle an In- 
fant to a happy Inimortality, why fhould 
not all Parents, (confiftently with this O-

On) pray for the Death of every bap. 
tized Infant ? For however good Men 
particular Infants might poffibly live to be, 
and whatever greater Degrees they might 
thereby attain, yet (if you take the cure 
rent Opinion of Divines about the Crooks 
ednefs of Human Nature, the Difficulty 
of being faved, and ‘the ‘fmall Number, 
in Comparifon, that fhall be fo.) the 
Hazard is ten to one on the Negative:

From this View of Things I think it 
plainly appears, that *tis abfolutely repug- 
nant to our natural Apprehenfions of God, 
to fuppofe that the Café in difpute can ever 
happen. For if God intends the Happinefs 
of all his Creatures, can we pofibly ima 
gine that he has ordered Things in [uch a 
manner, as that any one, be he ever fo heie 
nous and inveterate an Offender, can be in- 
capable of Repentance, and confequently of 
Pardon ? The divine Being will certainly 
psnifh every impenitent Sinner in a Degree 
equal to his Demerits; and with great 

eafon ; fince this has a natural Tendency 
to reform the Subjet himfelf, and to deter 
others from the like finful Courfes. But 
were @ Creature, who after having are 
rived at acertain Pitch of Iniquity is incae 
pable of Repentance, punifhd in any De= 
gree, his Punifhment might, indeed, deter 
others ~ the like wicious Conduc, but 
mould be contrary to God’s univerfal Bene- 
volence, as having no Tendency to reform 
the Offender himfelf. 

Hitherto Ihave (with our Author) con- 
fidered the Cafe in difpute, with relation to 
Goa’s Perfeétions ; I now proceed to confider 
it abfolutely and in its own Nature.

In fhort {peak to him of eating, lap- 
ping, fleeping, running, toying, of de- 
fending himfelf againit his Enemy, and 
you as his Protector and only Support, he 
will underftand and anfwer you very 
well, becaufe all this tends to his Prefer 
vation, for which alone Nature has given 
him the Faculty of underftanding, and 
that of making himfelf underftood, that 
is, of {peaking. But avoid treating with 
him about Philofophy and Morality. It 
would be ufing ‘a foreign Language, to 
all the Expreffions of which he is an ab- 
His Knowledge and 
Wants do not reach fo far; but bring a

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are you to expect that he will lofe Time, 
in making Compliments to the Fair upon 
her Beauty, her Shapé, Wit, Extraétion 
and Youth.

If Beafts fhould hear us cone 
verfe, prate, lye, flander, and rave ; 
would they have Caufe to envy us the 
Ufe we make of Speech? They have not 
our Privileges ; but in recompenfe they 
have not our Failings. Thev {peak little, 
but always to the purpofe, and that know- 
ingly. They always {peak Truth, and 
never deceive, not even in poirt ot Love. E 
Is not this an Advantage they have over 
us? With regard to this, they are nearly 
in the fame Cafe with the Peafants in our 
Countries, and the Negroes and Savages 
of America. I might even make Philo- 
fophers of them, and compare at _leaft 
many of their Species with Diogenes living g 
in a little Tub, content with bare Necef- 
faries, avoiding the Commerce of Men, 
and never {peaking but out of meer Ne- 
ceffity. Such is one of thofe great long- 
whichered and well-furred Cats, which 

ou fee quietly .couching in a Corner, 

eifurely digelting his Food, fleeping at 
Difcretion, fometimes taking the Diverfi- 
on of hunting, and moreover enjoying 
Life with Tranquillity, not minding the 
Events which ruffle us, not plaguing his 
Brains with a thoufand needle(s Reflecti- 
ons, nor caring to impart his own 
Thoughts to others. *Tis true, the Sight 
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they won’t drop four Words a Day. Such 
are Affes, Horfes, Oxen, Sheep, and the 
major part of § Quadrupeds. The Reafon 
is very plain. It is becaufe Nature has 
given thefe Animals a Food fo very eafy 
to be digefted, that they are inceffantly 
obliged to renew it, in order to prevent 
Hunger, and this takes up moft of their 
Leifure. But in return you muft own, 
that there are Animals which fpeak with- 
out the leaft Intermiffion. Such are a- 
mong others the Birds (and here, Madam, 
obferve that the Females {peak the leaft). 
As the Language of Birds is, as I ma 
fay, the beft articulated, and moft fenfi- 
ble to us, let us take it for an Example, 
to judge of the Language of other 
Animals. 

Birds fing, they fay: But this is a 
Miltake. Birds do not fing but fpeak. 
What we take for Singipg is no more than 
their natural Language. Does the Mag- 
py, the Jay, the Raven, the Owl, and 
the Duck fing? What makes us belfeve 
they fing, is their runeful Voice. Thus 
the Hottentots in Africa {eem to cluck 
like Turkey-cocks, tho’ it be the natural 
Accent of their Language, and thus fe- 
veral Nations feem to us to fing, when 
they indeed fpeat. Birds, if you will, 
fing in the fame Senfe; but they fing not 
for finging’s fake as we fancy they do. 
Their Singing is always an intended 
Speech ; and it is comical enough that 
there fhould be thus in the World fo nue 
merous a Nation, which never {peak o- 
therwife but cunably and mufically. But 
in fhort, what do thefe Birds fay? The 
Queftion fhould be propofed to Apollonius 
Tyanaus, who boafted of underttanding 
their Language. As for me, who amno 
Diviner, I can give you no more than 
probable Conjectures. 

Let us take for our Example the Mag- 
py, which is fo great a Charterer. It is 
eafy to perceive, that her Difcourfes or 
Songs are varied. She lowers or raifts 
her Voice, haftens or protraéts the Mea- 
fure, lengthens or fhortens her Chit-char. 
And thefe evidently are fo many different 
Sentences. Now following the Rule I

In a Word, fuppofe 
yourfelfto be in the feveral Circumftances 
of one who cannot exprefs any thing but 
his Wants, and you will find in your own 
Difcourfe the Interpretation of what a 
Magpy fays in thofe Circumftances ; 
’ There is nothing more to be had here. 
* Let us go to fome other Place. Where 
“‘are you going, Mate? I am going; fol- 
low me. Come 
* Where are you? Here I am. Don’t you 
* hear me? You eat all. I fhall beat you. 
* Aye, aye, you hurt me. Who is coming

But is not this an ancient Mif- 
take? Is it not evident that Beafts laugh 
very heartily? Sce a couple of young 
Puppies romping together in a Field, 
catching, toying, and irighting one ano- 
ther in jeft.

thar it be done, as in Man, by a Motion 
of the Lips and Mouth, with a convul- 
five Sound of Voice? Laughing is no 
more than an Expreffion of Joy, and that 
Expreffion is necefiarily different in the 
different Species of Animals. Man laughs 
after his own Manner, and the Dog after 
his. No matter whether it is by a fudden 
burfting cf the Voice, or by a fimple Mo- 
tion of the Ears or the Tail, or by fome 
other the like Expreffion. But as all 
Pleafure and Joy do not excite Laughter, 
I muft agree with the antient Sages, That, 
§ only Joy which makes us laugh, is that 
which is accompanied with Surprife, and

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aukward Fellow perfonating a Man of 
Skill. This is fo very true, that the 
fame thing which fakes us laugh in or- 
dinary Occurences, on different Occafions 
appears otherwife. We laugh at a Man 
who for his Diverfion, or out of Vanity, 
trying to leap over a Ditch falls into the 
Middle of it. But let the fame Accident 
happen to another running from an arme 
ed Enemy, far from laughing, we are 
very forry for it; therefore, to be capable 
of Laughter, we muft be likewife capa- 
ble of comparing two Ideas together, 
and of perceiving the Inconfiftency that 
is between them. Now this is what Beafts 
can’t do, becaufe they have only dire& 
Notions. They have Sentiments of Sa- 
tisfaction, Pleafure and Joy ; and the 
major Part exprefs them very diftinGly ;. 
but they cannot have the Joy which pro- 
ceeds from Refle&tion or Comparifon. 
Therefore Beafts never laugh.

Now, what an.Ad, :ntage is it tothe 
Poor to be born under the Influence of a 


Wuh regard to our Shearmen and 
Scriblers, who work in the Clothiers own 
Houfes: Thefe, if they apply clofely to 
their Labour, may earn from 8 to 10 or 
125. per Week. They have alfo the Ad- 
vantage of conftant Employment; warn 
Rooms, and are never expofed to any 
Hardfhips or Severities ot Weather, or 
any Thing that wears or deftroys their 
Apparel. Upon an Average, take ail the 
Year round, they do nut work above four 
Days in a Week, and find Provifions and 
Neceflaries of Life (tho’ the Government 
is repreached withtheit being loaded with 


Chthier, who; like the Sun, {carters Lite, F Taxes) fo cheap; that thefe four Days 


and its Supports to every one round him! 

In thefe Parts, Wages are much greater, 
and Employment more conftant, than in 
moft other. Let us confider the Wages 
made by the Weavers, that reftlefs, ture 
bulent, wicked Body of Men.

Yet we have no Market but for Flefh- 
Meat, Roots and Greens; and are no great 
Thoroughfare from or to any Place, To 
this we may add, 30 or 40 Gin-Houtfes, 
where the Poor rendevous and debauch 
themfelves with that znfernal Liquor, in 
{pite of the Vigilance of the Excife-Ofh- 
cers; for they are fo faithtul in Support 
of the Means of their Debauchery and 
Ruin, that the Officers can no In- 
formations againit any Perfon for felling p 
thofe Liquors, tho’ it is conftantly done. 
As it appears beyond all Cuntradiction 
from thefe Calculations, that the Poor 
have fuch high Wages, as furnifh them 
with the Means of Luxury and Idlenefs, 
how abfurd therefore is it, for the Author 
of the Effay on Riots to attribute the Mi- 
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whilft he is expofed to all Weathers, 
this, added to his own Wages, makes but 
7s. per Week: Certainly then the Hus- 
bandman mutt be in a worfe Condition 
than the Weaver; even tho’ you was to 
fuppofe the Weaver had Employment for 
only 4 Days a Week; for in that Time 
he would acquire near 13s. With what 
Face can the Gentlemen and Farmers, 
who give fuch low Wages, revile the 
Clothiers, who give Prices fo much fupe- 
rier, and that too in the worff of Times ¢ 
Now, fuppofe we were to compare the 
Body, Coilieation, Houfe, Habit, and 
Family of the poor diligent Husbandman, 
and the debauch’d Manufacturer. The 
firft, a Man would imagine, could not be 
in very good Circumftances; but his Pare 
fimony and good Occonomy fupply the Want 
o: high Wages: You will fee better Ac- 


feries of the Poor to the Taxes on the C commodations in the poor Husbandman’s 


Neceffaries of Life! 

The only Way to make the Poor fober, 
induftrious, and obedient, is to take away 
the Means of Idlenefs and Intemperance, 
fuch as high Wages, and that Afylum, 
or Refuge, which made the Beggers fing 

Hang Sorrow, caf? away Care, 
The Parifh is bound to find us. 


It appears from what has been faid, that 
a Weaver and his Family may fubfift, as 
well as the Poor do in many Counties in 
England, dy only working one half of his 
Time. It is no Wonder, therefore, that 
we fee fo much Drunkenne/s, — and E 
Debauchery in the Manufacturing Towns. 
To illuftrate this a little tarther, lect us 
confider the Husbandman’s Wages where 
there are no Manufactures. 
‘” A Husbandman in the Winter has but 
4s. 6d. per Week for his Labour in moft 
Counties in England, unlefs the Woollen F 
Manufacture happens to be near: In this 
Cafe the Husbandman finds the Benefit of 
it, and fhall be capable of acquiring bet- 
ter Wages, by being only ia the Neigh. 
bourhozd ot fuch a Blefing. But if he 
bz at a great Diltanc2 trom the Manufac- 
turing Towns, “iis very rare, that his 
Wife and Children get any Employment. G 
If there be fome fmali Employment to be 
gotten, fuch as making Bone-Lace, Straw- 
Hats, or knitting Hofe, the Wages in thefe 
Occupations generaily amount but to a 
Trifle. At the City of Wells, in the County 


of Somerfet, where there is a fall Manu yy 


fatture of Stockings, I have been credi- 
b'y informed, it is a common Thing for 
a Woman to knit 18 Hours a Day for 15. 
a Week; and it muft be a very good 
Hand thar can acquire 18 or 20d. 

But fuppofe that a Husbandman’s Fa- 
miiy acquires at Home 25. 6d. per Week, 


Houfe, than in the Manufaéfurer’s, tho’ the 
laft is much better paid for his Labour. 
Again, you will fee rofy Health bloom 
in the Face, and finewy Force reign in the 
Body of the one, thro’ his Temperance 
and Exercife; whilft the other is pale, 
wan, ard ftew’d by his Exceffés, Sottifh- 
nefs, and Debauchery: One fhall have a 
good warm Frieze Coat on, ‘while the o- 
ther appears as ragged as a Scarecrow: 
One fhall have his Houfe well furnifhed 
with plain Bedding, and all the Utenfils 
provided by the Potter and Furner; whilft 
in the other you fhall fee nothing but 
Rags, Naftinefi, and bare Walls: One 
fhali have a Variety and Plenty of Provi- 
fions, fuch as Bacon, Wheat, rr and 
Beer, whilft che other has not a Cruft in 


kis Cupboard, nor any Thin 
pure Element in his Veféls: The Family 
of one fhall be clean, warm, and full of 
good, home’y F@d, ftich as the old Ro- 
mans fed on; whilft the Family of the o- 
ther is poor, empty, and fhivering with 


but the 


Cold. Such is the Difference between 
the high-paid, idle, debauch’d Manuface 
turer, who perhaps works two Days out 
of feven, and the low- paid, diligent and fo- 
ber Husbandman, who labours conftantly. 

Thefe are Truths, not imaginary Cal- 
culations and Reprefentations; and we 
defy the whole Body of Weavers, Far- 
mers, and half:thinking Gentlemen (which 
laft is a very large Body, God help us) to 
fhew we have advanced one Faifity. or 
that we have exaggerated, or cxtenuatcd 
one Circumftance, to make our Cafe ap- 
pear better than it really is.

Simons, 7 Miles from Frederica in Geor- 
ia, dated Dec. 26. with Advice tliat a 
Court Martial had been held for trying 4 
or 5 Ringleaders of the Mutiny againit 
General Oglethorpe ; which, it feems, 
was not among the new-rais’d Men, but 
in the two Companies which came trom 
Gibraltar, and were pofted under the 
Lieutenant-Colonel on the Ifland Cumber- 
land at Fort St Andrews, the neareft Place 
to Auguftine, from whence the Spaniards 
ufed to come and converfe with them. 
Being refufed {ume un:eafonable Demands, 
they inftantly took to their Arms, and 
cried out, One and all. The Gene-B 
ral by his Courage, Condu&, and Acti- 
vity, foon quieted them. One at about 
19 Yards Diftance fired at him, the Bail 
miffing, whizz'd above his Shoulder, but 
the Powder burnt his Face and Cloaths. 
Another flath’d twice in the Pan, - 





They have heard nothing from the Spa- © 


wiards, neither has the General fent to 
Auguftine. But about the Middle of De- 
cember a Spanish Sloop was feen off St An- 
drews, which on the General’s going out 
himfelf, made away towards Auguftine 
fafter than fhe came. The General 
and his Servants lie in Tents, tho’ the 
Weather is very fevere ; but all che Off- 
cers and Soldiers have Houfes and Huts ; 
where they have Firesit they pleafe ; not- 
withftanding, they are not very eafy; 
and perhaps will not, till the Mutineers 
are punifh’d, in terrorem, which has been 
delay’d by the Generai’s Forbearance. 

‘ At Macon, near Nugent in France, two k 
Grave-diggers perceiving a Scull they had 
thrown up to move, they run and 
fetch'd the Parfon, who feeing it move 
alfo, cry’d our, as did all the Spectators, 
aMracle! a Miracle! He immediately 
fent for a Crofs, Holy Water, a Surplice, 
&c, after which he put the Scull ina Dith, 
with a Napkin over it, and carry’d it in 
Proceffion to the Church, where he 
placed it with great Ceremeny on the high 
Altar, and began the Ze Deum; but as 
they were finging the Verfe Ze per Orbcm 
Terrarum, 2 Mole came from the Scull, 
and put an End tw their praifing the Lord. 
This Accident may, however, infiruct theG 
Priefts to make a more lafting Miracle. 

On the 17th the Rev. Mr Whitefield 
left Gloucefter, and preach’d in the Bowl- 
ing-Green at Cheltenham that Evening 
and the next Morning ; on the ioth he 
preached from the Market-Crofs at 
Evefham before the Mayor and the Cor- 
poration, and the fame Night in a Yard 
at Badjey; he preach’d the next Day in 
the fame Places, and at Night in the 
Town Hall; the 25th he arrived in Lon- 
don, (by way of Oxford, where he was

prohibited preaching by the Vice-Chan- 
cellor) on the 27th he preached on a 
Tomb in Jfington Church-yard being 
deny’d the Puipir. Sunday the 29th he 
preach’d in Moorfields, and in the Afters 
nocn on Kennington Common, Surrey. 

In January lait a Ship being off the 
Capes of Virginia, with Palatines from 
Germany, in great Diftrefs for want of 
Provilions, and not knowing the Bay, 
drop’d Anchor, and fired fevera! Guns for 
a Pilot to come off ; but the Weather be- 
ing bad, and much Ice floating, none 
came: Whereupon a German Gentleman 
¥ was on board took his Son and Dangh- 
ter, and feveral other Paflengers, (to the 
Number of about Thirty) in the Long- 
boat, and went on Shore to fee if they 
could get fome Provifions for their Re- 
lief ; but not finding a Houfe, they made a 
Fire in the Woods, and {at by it ail Night ; 
the Weather being extreme cold, there 
were but four of them alive next Morne 
ing ; Severalof them were Gentlemen of 
good Ejtates, and had Gold Warches in 
their Pockets, and Pieces of Gold. The 
Wind blowing very hard that Night, the 
Ship drag’d her Anchor, and {truck fo 
much that fhe fuk till che Water came 
co her Upper Deck : A great Number of 
the Paflengers in their Cabbins, were fo 
fick and weak that they wete not able to 
get upon Deck to fave themfelves, but 
were drown’d, and were found floating 
in the Ship. The Maiter and Mate died 
at Sea, and the Boatfwain had the Com. 
mand of the Ship, which came out from 
Rotterdam with 300 Paflengers, of which 
there is but 4 lett alive, befides 4 or ¢ 
Sailors. She was bound to James River 
in Virginia, 2 German Lord who came 
there laft Year, having obrain’d a Grant 
for-a large Tract of Land, and was to 
bring over about 3000 People to fertle it, 
and this Ship’s Company was the firft of 
them. 

Letters from Smyrna to feveral of our 
Turkey Merchants, dated Feb. 23, O. & 
intimate, that the Day before they had 
received certain Advice, that the chief 
Rebel, the famous Sarey- Bey Oglox, had 
been attack’d, and obliged to fly from his 
Caltle with 400 Men; but whither he 
was fled was not known ; and rhat one of 
the Bafhaws had taken Poffeflion of the 
faid Cattle. 

There is Advice by the Halifax from 
the Eaf?- Indies, that Charles Barrington, 
Efg; Supercargo of a Swedifh Ea/}- India 
Ship, having Occafion to ftop tor fome 
Time at Madagajcar, was introduced into

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Ty’d him ; fince which the King died, and 
Mr Barrington facceeded him by unani- 
mous Content of the People.
